MANY PERSONS PERISH.

The Boiler Explodes, Making

Havoe in all Directions.

A fearfal necident by which many lives

were lost nud a large number of people In-
Jured, ocevrred on the Norfolk and Western
Railroad at 2:30 o'clock Tuesday morning,
onemile nbove Flaxton'sswitch and 31 miles
sbove Lynchburg, Va, Rain had been falling
almoast continually, and at the times very
heavily, for 24 hours, swolling the mountain
strenms grently beyond their normal state,
SBeveral trains had passed over the road dur
ing the night, and it was thought that the
line was safe for traflle, notwithstanding the
rains and that no danger need be apprehond-
eod. Atthe place of the necident, however,
the water had underminded the roadbed and
caused & washout nbout % feet long and 50
feet wide. The water st this point was eight
to ten feot deep.

Into this watery gulch the engine of the
East-bound express train made & Grightful
leap, while running at the rate of 30 miles
an hour, earrying with it the tendor and
eight care.  When the engine struck hotiom,
the rushiing of the water into the locomotive
exploded the boller. This fact greatly aug-
